of the Queen’s Printer and Coniroller of Stationery 


THE HonourRABLE Henri CouRTEMANCHE, P.C., M.P., 
Secretary of State of Canada and Minister in charge of the 
Department of Printing and Stationery. 


SIR: 

I have the honour to report on the activities of the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery as directed by Section 36, Chapter 226 of the Public 
and Stationery Act, R.S. 1952. 


The report is made up of individual statements on the activities of the main 
Branches of this Department, namely: The Production Branch, the Outside 
Printing Production Branch, The Procurement, Purchasing and Stores Branch, 
the Administrative Services, Publications, Engineering, and Financial Services 
Branches. 


Although the number of requisitions received for inside printing was 14,745, 
in comparison with 17,267 in the previous year, the total cost of printing done 
in the Printing Branch of the Main Plant shows an increase of $724,384.90: 
$5,759,379 for the year 1957-58 against $5,035,995 for the previous year. 


This increase in cost is due for one part to the nature of the work performed, 
the material used and increases in labour and paper costs. Similarly although 
the number of requisitions received for outside processing was almost the same, 
4,438 in 1956-57 and 4,476, in 1957-58, the cost of printing awarded to commercial 
firms increased from $5,926,472 in 1956-57 to $6,590,165 last year. 

In my report of last year, in paragraph three of page 5, I made the following 
statement: 

‘The centralization of duplicating and printing facilities in Departments 
under the jurisdiction of this Department initiated some ten years ago made 
little progress during the year.” ‘The reason was that, at that time, a 
Committee appointed at my request by Treasury Board, was investigating 
this problem and that future developments depended upon the recom- 
mendations of the Investigating Committee. 


As a result of the findings of that Committee, Treasury Board issued to 
Deputy Ministers, on April 10, 1957, a circular letter which 

(a) established the line of demarcation between duplicating and printing by 
clarifying the definition of these operations already contained in Trea- 
sury Board Minute 481131 of January 14, 1955, and designated the 
equipment and machines on which duplicating, as defined, may be 
processed ; 

(b) provided that, at the request of the Queen’s Printer, Departments 
operating equipment excluded from duplicating as described in the 
Letter were to turn over to him any such equipment; 

(c) defined the conditions under which Printing Units and Sub-Units may 
be established by the Department of Public Printing and Stationery; 
and 

(d) reaffirmed the provisions of Order in Council P.C. 1/2448 of May 16, 
1951, which established that duplicating and the operation of printing 
machines come under the Queen’s Printer’s general supervision and 
further indicated specific duties attached to this responsibility. 
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With a view to bringing about the application of this directive, at a meeting 
held in February 1958, Treasury Board approved a recommendation (from the 
Honourable Secretary of State) that ‘“‘the Organization and Methods of the 
Civil Service Commission be requested to conduct a survey of certain aspects of 
duplicating and printing requirements of Government offices located in Ottawa.” 


This investigation, the terms of reference of which are also included in the 
Treasury Board Minute and which cover all processes of reproduction including 
printing, is now being carried out and the report of its findings should be available 
before the end of calendar year 1958. 


The figures given in the part of this report concerning the Outside Printing 
Production Branch show that the production of the Printing Units of the Depart- 
ment has increased by 60,000,000 impressions during the year. One million one 
hundred and eighty-two thousands, one hundred and forty-six plates—almost 
exclusively paper plates—have been used and the average production of the 116 
machines in operation in the Units in that year was raised from 3,200 to 3,500 
impressions per hour for each machine. 


The comprehensive and detailed report of the Procurement, Purchasing and 
Stores Branch of the Department indicates the efforts that are constantly being 
made to eliminate unnecessary paper work, and for the adoption of modern 
methods of the procuring, stocking and handling of stationery items. 


The Publications Branch of the Department had again a splendid year. 
It has increased its total sales very substantially this year again and has set its 
sale objectives to the $1,000,000.00 for the year 1958-59.

Outside Printing Production Branch 


The increase in impressions .and plates made ready is the result of not only 
an extension of our services to government departments but also of increased 
output per chargeable hour. Despite a lowering of printing rates at the begin- 
ning of the fiscal year 1957-58 to about actual costs applicable at the time, wage 
increases authorized during the year were absorbed without increasing press 
charges to government departments. Further it is judged that if the trend of 
production increase per chargeable hour is maintained, costs of a possible shorter 
work week for press operators will be offset by the increased efficiency.

General 


During the last seven months the Purchasing Agent responsible for purchases 
of paper and envelopes has had an assistant purchasing agent on his staff. This 
has made it possible to concentrate the purchase of all envelopes in this Section, 
which before was handled by two separate Purchasing Sections, the printed 
envelopes by one, and the plain envelopes by another. 


Efforts made towards the standardization of envelope stock and the reduc- 
tion of the number of envelope sizes used by customer departments have met 
with encouraging results. Savings secured through this activity amounted to 
$2,700.00 and involved the supply of 2,773,000 envelopes. 


To place business visits and the conduct of interviews on an efficient footing, 
a reception room was created at the front of the Division, and staffed by a recep- 
tionist. Results have been excellent. 


Travelling requisitions were introduced for the use of the various Stores. 
Their advantage over the purchase requisitions which they replace for the 
procurement of all items carried in stock is that a glance they tell whether or 
not Procurement and Purchasing are in line with requirements. They also 
provide a continuous record of quantities purchased, prices paid, and sources of 
supply. Other important information of assistance in Planning, Procurement and 
Purchasing is also carried, such as maximum storage space, volume of direct 
shipments, and consumption averages. Finally, travelling requisitions eliminate 
the need for retyping the description, unit of measure, packaging, and all other 


static details each time stocks must be replenished—an important advantage, 
indeed. 


ANNUAL REPORT, 1957-58 15 


The advantages of standing orders were extended to punch ecards and 
photocopying supplies. As a result total number of requisition submitted 
by customer departments for these materials dropped from 1,055 to 109. 
Important savings were also secured when lower prices were obtained for bulk 
purchasing. Other items are under review with the same object in mind. 


As forecast in last year’s report we were able to submit figures on the value 
and cost of transportation of stationery shipments to all principal cities and 
regions in Canada, to assist in the study of the feasibility of decentralizing the 
stores operated by the Department.

In addition to the above, 207 requisitions involving 430 items were processed 
at the request of the Suggestion Award Board. 


During the year the Stationery Catalogue was revised and issued to the 
customer departments. Revision of the Paper and Printing Material Catalogue 
for use within the department was begun and will be issued in the new year. 


A change in the method of procuring for Stationery Stores was initiated and 
resulted in lowering the value of the Stationery inventory from $873,813.94 to 
$720,222.97 during the year. This was accomplished without impairment to the 
services given the customer departments. 


Arrangements were made with the Department of National Defence to 
service their dependents’ schools in the British Isles and on the continent by 
our Stationery Stores. A survey by the Department of National Defence has 
revealed that approximately $40,000.00 yearly can be saved by this method 
rather than the obtaining of supplies by local purchase as in previous years. 
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STORES DIVISION 


The total number of Main and Sub-Stores units, operated from coast to 
coast by the department remained the same as last year, numbering forty-one. 
During the year a temporary unit established in Ottawa to accommodate the 
United Postal Union Congress was also serviced. 


The total value of all stores under inventory control at stocktaking amounted 
to $2,211,489.69. Of these stores, nine Sub-Stores units were completely sur- 
veyed with the result that it was found possible to reduce the Halifax Sub-Stores 
holdings by approximately 27% and those of the Trenton Sub-Stores by 18%, 


During the year further progress was made in establishing stock location 
systems and it is anticipated that all Main Stores will be completed during the 
current fiscal year. In addition to the above Standardization of Packaging and 
Visual Age Identification will continue to be a progressive effort to meet changing 
conditions. 


The result of the above effort to improve systems was evidenced by the 
bringing into prominence, many obsolete and time expired items. Application 
for Write-off to the Departmental Board of Survey indicated that these items had 
a value of $14,572.87.

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OrFricE MAcHINE REPAIR DIVISION 


During the fiscal year 1957-58, a branch office was opened at Trenton, 
Ontario, for the maintenance of equipment located at Trenton, Belleville and 
Cobourg. 


It will be noticed that the cost of repairs paid to commercial firms has 
increased by $27,177.82 during the past year. ‘This increase was caused by the 
following factors: 


1. Outstanding accounts carried over from 1956-57 due to loss of 
invoices in the fire of January 1957. This amounted to..... $34,193.99 


2. Cost of maintenance of intercom systems previously paid for 
by Depariments.out of building funds, coy ce ee eae $ 8,629.30 


3. Increase in labour rates by some firms of up to 40%. 
4, Payment of repairs to building time clocks. 


5. Increased inventory of machines and number of repairs 
required. 


6. Lack of Personnel at the Halifax Unit through sickness and 
dismissal. 


In view of these factors, it is considered that the increase was beyond con- 
trol and that it would have been far greater if action had not been taken to 
economize through the use of our own staff, by increasing its productivity to the 
extent that the work performed would have entailed an expenditure of 
$365,033.00, against $318,674.75 for work performed in 1956-57; this amounts 
to an increase of production of $46,358.25 for the year. 


It was necessary, during the last year, in order to keep costs down, to divert 
men from the task of repairing common typewriters, to the more complicated and 
expensive maintenance of adding machines, calculators, electric typewriters, 
dictating equipment and postage meters. 


During the past year, it was necessary to train a man on repair of dictating 
equipment and again the records indicate a drop in the expenditure to the 
commercial firms.

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Had the above equipment been purchased new, it would have entailed an 
expenditure of $73,819.87. 

In addition to the equipment supplied, 16 duplicators, 6 dictating machines 
and 110 typewriters were loaned to various departments, and all the typewriters 
necessary for the Press during the Queen’s visit were also supplied from surplus 
stores. 

ART AND ILLUSTRATION SECTION 

During the fiscal year ending March 31, 1958, the Art and Illustration 
Section completed 104 projects, advertising and public relations, comprising 
folders, booklets, posters, ete. 

Twenty-three departments of government were serviced, the largest call on 
our resources coming from National Defence, Army, followed by the Department 
of Labour. 

A newspaper campaign for the Royal Canadian Mounted Police was also 
completed. 

Our most important project was the complete production of “‘Canada at 
Brussels” book for distribution at the International Trade Fair in that city. 

At the end of the fiscal year the Division had 35 projects in hand for 11 
Departments of Government. 
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Administrative Services Branch 
The division heads of this branch report the following activities: 


PERSONNEL DIVISION 


On March 31, 1958, the staff of the Department comprised 585 salaried 
employees as compared with 534 last year and 1085 prevailing rate employees 
in printing and other trades as compared with 1043 last year, an increase of 51 
clerical employees and 42 prevailing rate employees, respectively. Part of this 
increase was due to transfers of functions from other departments and does not 
represent an over-all increase in staff for the Government Service. 


Following is a statement of the departmental staff strength over the past 
ten years.

The staff turnover during the past year involved 188 separations and 281 
appointments. During the year a total of 54 promotional competitions were 
conducted by the Personnel Division in cooperation with the Civil Service 
Commission. 


LABourR RELATIONS 


During the year, the department continued its policy of consulting with 
representatives of organizations representing employees of the department, on 
proposed changes in working conditions as well as hearing representations sub- 
mitted on behalf of such organizations. Several meetings took place between 
departmental officers and officers of employee organizations on a variety of 
questions of interest to employees and Management, including such matters as 
wage rates, hours of work, apprenticeship and working conditions. 


Two important changes in employment conditions affecting printing trades 
employees occurred that deserve special mention.. On March 1, 1958, the work 
week of printing trades employees of the Bindery, Composition and Letterpress 
Divisions were reduced from forty (40) hours to thirty-eight and three-quarter 
(387) hours. New wage rates based on those provided in collective agreements 
between the various printing trades unions and the Employing Printers’ Associa- 
tion.of Montreal, Inc., went into effect at the same time so that employees in the 
trade suffered no loss in pay as a result of the shorter working hours. 


The second change of importance refers to Treasury Board policy with 
regard to the effective date of wage increases for the printing trades. A new 
policy announced in January provided that wage rates would be revised at the 
same time as revisions take place for similar trades in Montreal but that no wage 
increase would be made retroactive beyond April 1 in the then current fiscal year. 
This policy received its first application in the general revision referred to above. 
Wage revision became effective in the department at the same time as in Montreal. 


A new classification plan for the Letterpress Division based on accepted 
trade practices in industry was implemented during the year. This plan has 
provided the Letterpress Division with greater flexibility from a staff point of 
view than had been possible before. 
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INDUSTRIAL NURSING 


During the year the Nurse in charge of our Industrial Nursing Unit actively 
participated in the Department’s Employees Health Program through member- 
ship in the Piant’s Housekeeping Committee and by conducting plant inspec- 
tions in connection with the Safety Program and Plant Sanitation. 


Following our move to the new Plant, a second nurse was appointed to our 
staff to provide industrial nursing service for the increased number of staff and 
to also provide for full coverage during the hours that the Plant is in operation. 


It should be noted that the number of accident cases referred to the Com- 
pensation Board were reduced from 83 in 1956-57 to 55 this year.

The cooperation of the Civil Service Health Division in dealing with a 
number of referrals throughout the year was greatly appreciated. 


TRAINING DIVISION 


The activities of the Training Division were expanded to include training of 
Lithographic and Letterpress apprentices. 


Fifty trainees received training under the Departmental Apprenticeship 
Training Program. Of this number, 17 were in Composition, 13 in Lithography, 
12 in Letterpress and eight in Bookbinding. 


The Apprenticeship Program provided trainees with intensive on-the-job 
training and through rotation the trainees covered the various operations of 
their trades. 


Their progress was reviewed semi-annually by departmental Apprentice 
Examining Boards made up of representatives of Management and employees’ 
trades representatives. Fourteen such boards were convened to examine 65 
candidates. Asa result of these boards, four trainees were promoted to journey- 
men status and 49 recommendations for higher rates of pay were made. 


Planning and Estimating courses were conducted and were attended by 78 
skilled journeymen. ‘Two courses of 49 hours’ duration were given concurrently 
in English and in French. 


Departmental training facilities were further improved during the year, 
especially in the audiovisual field: two lecture rooms and a fully-equipped pro- 
jection room were provided for training activities. These greatly contributed in 
furthering the Department’s Training Program. 


TRAFFIC 


This division has responsibility for shipping and receiving in our Main Plant 
and for local deliveries to Parliament, Government departments and our printing 
units. A fleet of 10 trucks is maintained for this purpose.

Publications Branch 


The Publications Branch, under the direction of the Superintendent of 
Publications, is entirely a publishing agency engaged in cataloguing and distri- 
buting publications of the Federal Government. It discharges five primary 
functions all provided by law and Treasury Board regulations: 


(a) the distribution and sale of the Statutes of Canada and of the official 
Canada Gazette; 


(b) the compilation and issuance of official catalogues, price lists and of the 
manual entitled “Organization of the Government of Canada’’; 


(c) the sale of Government publications; 


(d) the distribution of official publications to depository libraries and to 
persons and institutions entitled to receive them free of charge; and 


(e) mailing service for other agencies of the Government including the 
maintenance of mailing lists. 


All of these functions are of such a type that the Branch exercises no direct 
control over the volume of service to be rendered. Every publication issued 
must be catalogued and made available to depository libraries. Every letter of 
enquiry must be answered and every order for publications filled. 


SALE OF GOVERNMENT PUBLICATIONS 


Continued increase in the earnings resulting from the sales function was the 
dominant general feature of the activities of the Publications Branch for the fiscal 
year 1957-58. 


Total sales of publications and advertising in the Canada Gazette amounted 
to $853,171.95 deposited in the Consolidated Revenue Fund as miscellaneous 
receipts, a 25% increase of $173,775.42 over 1956-57. 


Sales of miscellaneous publications to the general public amounted to 
$615,390.45 in comparison with $460,940.64 in 1956-57, a 335% increase of 
$154,449.81. 


The receipts from subscriptions to Government periodicals from the general 
public increased from $71,599.27 in 1956-57 to $76,693.71 in 1957-58. 


The receipts from paid notices inserted in the Canada Gazette, Part. I, 
increased from $71,813.44 in 1956-57 to $74,059.20 in 1957-58. 


One would hardly expect Government publications to rank among best- 
sellers. But the Queen’s Printer can boast of several books which fall in this 
category. ‘‘Canada 1957” enjoyed a record-breaking sale of 80,000 copies, an 
increase of 15,000 over sales of the 1956 edition. A new Trade and Commerce 
publication, ‘‘Small Business Manual’’, was well received by the public who pur- 
chased 20,000 copies in English or French. 15,000 copies of ‘‘Meat—How to 
Buy, How to Cook” were sold inside three months. A new publication entitled 
‘“‘How Parliament Works” reached a sale of 10,000 copies. The steady-sellers 
such as “‘Native Trees of Canada’’, ‘‘Canada Year Book’’, “‘Indians of Canada”’ 
continued in this category during the fiscal year 1957-58. 


The following figures relating to the sale or free distribution of Government 
publications and advertising in the Canada Gazette, Part I, show appropriations 
voted, expenditures and cash receipts, plus a comparison of revenues for the 
fiscal years 1956-57 and 1957-58: |

Against expenditures of $534,675.31 for the printing and binding of official 
publications for sale, the sales revenue for the fiscal year 1957-58 amounted to 
$744,964.93, the cash receipts exceeding the printing costs by $210,289.62. The 
above expenditures include the cost of printing the Daily Checklist and the 
Monthly, Annual and sectional Catalogues. 


In 1957-58 the number of cash orders increased over the previous year by 
21,765, or a total of 139,696. Of this amount approximately 8,000 were for 
statutory documents requiring individual research. 


Orders placed by federal and provincial government departments amounted 
to 7,123 which required the preparation and despatch of 9,687 invoices... Approxi- 
mately 3,000 holders of deposit accounts made 12,000 individual purchases during 
the year. 


On a grand total of nearly 159,000 sales orders received, order adjustments 
resulted in the issue of 440 credit notes and 5,072 refunds of remittance. It is 
gratifying to note a steady reduction in the percentage of adjustments required, 
attributable to the effectiveness of our Control System and continuing co-opera- 
tion among Section Chiefs and Supervisors in all parts of the Branch in alerting 
employees to recurring types of errors in an effort to reduce them. 
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It is important to note that a great number of these adjustments were due to 
incomplete mailing addresses supplied by customers, insufficient or incorrect 
description of publications required, failure to enclose remittance and other 
similar reasons. 


An additional 15,000 requests were processed for persons and institutions 
entitled on request to receive publications free of charge through the medium of 
the Daily Checklist. 


The increasing demand for publications did, in a number of instances, cause 
rapid exhaustion of certain books for which reprints were required. As a result 
28,143 copies were back-ordered for mailing as soon as the titles became available. 


Although most orders received were through the customer’s use of our 
printed blanks, the typing of 85,000 labels was necessary in the processing of the 
remainder. 

LIBRARY SECTION 


As in the past, the Library Section continued its task of systematically classi- 
fying and cataloguing the official publications emanating from Parliament and 
from the several Departments and other agencies of the Federal Government. 
This activity of the Section ensures the reliable, comprehensive and accurate 
coverage and bibliographical control of all such publications, in line with the 
standards which were recommended by UNESCO in a recently released ‘Study 
of current bibliographies of national official publications’’.* This work mentions 
the difficulties which usually stand in the way of a better dissemination of official 
publications, and states that the best means of overcoming these difficulties is the 
issuance of a catalogue prepared and compiled by the central publishing service of 
a country. The study also recommends the classification of official publications, 
and, as a model, reproduces in extenso the classification scheme which our Library 
Section has adopted for the compilation of its bilingual Daily Checklists and of 
its Monthly and Annual catalogues. 


In co-operation with the Department of Mines and Technical Surveys, a 
sectional catalogue was compiled and published for the Mines Branch of that 
Department. Listing the publications which were issued by the Branch from 
1902 to August 1957, it was made available in time for the opening of the Com- 
monwealth Mining Congress held in Ottawa. 


To assist in the reference and research work of the Publications Branch, 
more than 25,000 catalogue cards were prepared and classified, and they were 
used for supplying information to over 24,000 written enquiries answered by 
form letter or direct reply. Such efforts, together with the catalogues, permit 
the prompt and accurate processing of all orders. 


The Branch Library contains only federal government publications and since 
its installation in September 1956 to the end of the fiscal year 1957-58, the collec- 
tion has reached more than 10,000 volumes and 15,000 pamphlets and brochures. 
Its reference facilities are open to the public during working hours, and many 
clients avail themselves of this service before making personal purchases. When 
required, librarians are on hand to provide assistance to parties interested in 
publications on particular subjects and, where saleable copies are no longer 
available, to suggest suitable alternative ‘titles of similar interest. 


SALES PROMOTION AND PUBLICITY 


With the improved facilities in the new plant, the ease of filling customers’ 
orders in greater volume was evident, and this allowed the Branch to Step up its 
promotion program.

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Continuing the effectiveness of direct-mail selling, 19 English and 3 French 
“Selected Titles Bulletins’ were issued and mailed to persons on our regular 
mailing lists. In this manner, a total of 760,671 pieces were distributed to our 
customers, along with 514,520 pieces contained in 36 other miscellaneous one- 
language and bilingual dodgers, while over 111,000 follow-up leaflets were 
included in sales shipments going to first-time purchasers. 


Three householder mailings were made advertising our series of ‘popular’ 
publications, and they greatly assisted in our steady upsurge of annual sales. <A 
total of 2,762,000 English-speaking householders in Canada were circularized, 
as well as 1,342,000 bilingual tenants and owners receiving mail service. 


Publications of topical or general interest offered for sale by the Department 
were advertised through advertisements placed in 12 English and 7 French news- 
papers and magazines. 


The increasing revenue of sales is very much attributed to this active pro- 
motion, and it shows that government publications are playing a great part in 
the educational and information requirements of the nation. 


PROCUREMENT SECTION 


The Branch Procurement Committee reviews all departments’ requisitions 
for printing government publications and also proposed reprintings so that it 
can determine the quantities required for sales and free distribution, together 
with selling prices and publishing policies applicable. A total of 1,520 such 
requisitions were reviewed by the committee and, as a result, the Procurement 
Section was responsible for the raising of 1,315 printing requisitions. 


Because of their closely related functions, responsibility for both publications 
procurement and inventory. control has been assumed by the Procurement Sec- 
tion. All preliminary procedures for putting the plan into operation were com- 
pleted, and the system will become effective as soon as all required control docu- 
ments are available. 


A basic inventory of all publications held has been started. This inventory 
will show, where available, the initial total cost of the publications, the number 
delivered to the ordering department, and copies held by this Branch. The 
permanent control of sales and free distribution of publications initially recorded 
in the basic inventory will be maintained by the issuance, each year, of a face- 
value inventory of publications remaining in stock. 


It is expected that by the Ist of September, 1958, all copies of publications 
held in Departments will have been transferred to our Department as provided 
in Section C(d) of T.B. 477983 of March 31, 1955. 


CORRESPONDENCE SECTION 


Over 25,000 written requests for information were received which required 
reference or research. From details supplied, they were answered by form letter 
or by addition of typed foot-notes on the original enquiries. Another 13,000 
form and guide letters were completed and despatched in reply to other letters, 
enquiries and incomplete transactions which for the most part concerned requests 
for prepayment of publications or referred to insufficient remittances paid by 
Osea Nearly 3,000 letters were answered by personally drafted and signed 
replies. 

Loosn-LEaFr SERVICES 


Government departments issuing publications that require frequent amend- 
ments have found that it is often more expedient to issue them as basic loose-leaf 
books kept up to date by the distribution of amending or revised sheets sold on 
subscription basis. | 
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During 1957-58 a total of 15,517 subscriptions were bought by customers 
interested in some of the 12 loose-leaf services available from this Department. 
The section responsible also undertook the continuing job of distributing this 
department’s self-amending loose-leaf instruction manual and stationery 
catalogue. 


In the course of the year 560 different mailings were made in 277,000 stuffed 
envelopes. 


The separation of the handling of these more complex types of subscriptions 
from those with regular periodic distribution has proven advantageous, and the 
success of the venture into this type of recurring irregular distribution becomes 
more apparent from year to year. 


PERIODICALS CIRCULATION AND Marinine Lists 


At the year end, 626 mailing lists were held in the Branch, an increase of 
171 over the previous year, while the number of names entered in them increased 
by 4,960 to nearly 305,000. ‘The Branch also maintained 76 lists in outside 
plants for regular mailings to 55,000 addressees. 


Together with purchasers of loose-leaf services, the number of paid sub- 
scriptions to periodicals totalled 57,424, while 50,972 addressees received free 
service as authorized by existing regulations. 


Preparatory to mailing the periodicals, a gross of 3,553,000 impressions were 
registered by hand and automatic addressers, of which 429,000 were performed 
on behalf of other departments whose lists are located in this Branch. An 
additional 1,163,991 addressings were required for the mail distribution of sales 
promotion leaflets and other publicity. 


Together with our regular mailing lists maintenance, 18,500 address plates 
were embossed on behalf of other departments who possess their own lists used 
for special purposes but, when more convenient, make use of our embossing, 
addressing and mailing services which are at their ready disposal. 


FREE DISTRIBUTION OF PUBLICATIONS 


(Excepting Statutes of Canada and Statutory Orders and Regulations) 

In accordance with regulations controlling the distribution of government 
publications, 48 copies of each English and 14 copies of each French publication 
issued in the year were sent to 38 English and 9 French full-depository libraries. 
This free distribution includes 5 and 2 copies in both languages sent to the Library 
of Parliament and the National Library of Canada, respectively. 


A copy of each Daily Checklist was sent to 1,329 selective depositories and 
authorized officials including Members of both Houses of Parliament who, by 
regulation, are entitled on request, to receive one copy of current publications. 
The average free distribution was 125 copies of each publication. 


FREE DISTRIBUTION OF STATUTES OF CANADA, 1956-57, 1957 AND STATUTORY 
ORDERS AND REGULATIONS, 1957-58 


Free distribution of the Revised and Annual Statutes of Canada is regulated 
by the Publications of Statutes Act, Ch. 230, R.S.C. 1952. 


Regulations governing the free distribution to authorized categories are 
contained in Order in Council P.C. 1953-609, dated April 27, 1953, as amended by 
P.C. 1953-1661, dated October 28, 1953, which also provides that the recipients 
may automatically receive a similar number of semi-monthly editions of Canada 
Gazette, Part II, printed in the same language. 
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Distribution is made on written request only. In the case of provincial 
judiciary or officials, service is furnished on application by the Attorney General 
or Provincial Secretary; copies are sent to Federal departments’ officials when 
personally recommended by the Deputy Minister of the Department concerned.

At the end of the year 1,492 English and 541 French subscriptions to Canada 
Gazette Part II were being sent free of charge to those officials listed above 
entitled to and who had requested such complimentary service. 


Departmental Post Office 


The steady increase in the Branch’s distribution activities had a notable 
effect on the mounting volume of mail despatched through this unit. 


Primarily set up for mailing publications from this Branch, it also assumed 
full responsibility for the Department’s outgoing mail numbering 13,331 pieces, 
together with 106,735 pieces emanating from the Branch proper, all of which 
required special handling. 


The unit has again materially assisted the Post Office Department because 
it takes care of primary sortings, thus freeing the latter from this task, since the 
filled bags (averaging 50 Ibs.) are loaded directly on to mail trains. In the process 
212,702 miscellaneous packages of publications and 60,553 parcels and envelopes 
containing Parliamentary papers were sorted and despatched. 


On behalf of outside departments and by means of pre-addressed tapes, our 
mailing machine processed 1,200,000 copies of bulk-mailed periodicals shipped 
post-free. In addition, 1,486,000 copies of other periodicals were mailed by this 
Branch at the current bulk-rate. Mailing costs for this method of distribution 
are decreasing through the increased use of franked address ‘‘boxes”’ pre-printed 
on the back covers of periodicals. 
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As part of the sales promotion scheme, 4,104,000 leaflets were machine- 
counted and prepared for three different mailings to Canadian householders. 


The mounting volume processed through the departmental Post Office is 
indicated by reason of the fact that 40,041 bags of mail were forwarded to the 
Post Office Department in 1957-58 as compared with 36,994 in the previous year; 
30,167 in 1955-56; 26,255 in 1954-55; and 27,252 in 1953-54. 


Publications Consignments 


Commensurate with the increasing volume of orders, the number of pieces 
containing varying amounts of miscellaneous publications and prepared for con- 
signment increased from 281,022 in 1956-57 to 321,301, and according to the 
following break-down:

In addition to 2,100 local delivery slips, 898 freight and express bills of lading 
were prepared, along with 110 sets of Customs declarations required for shipments 
consigned to destinations outside of this country. 


Engineering Branch 


This is the second successive summary of a year’s activities of the Engineer- 
ing Branch. 


There has been a re-allocation of functions between the Engineering and the 
Production Branches of the Department, and between these Branches and the 
Department of Public Works. A review of the personnel requirements for the 
functions which are directly an engineering responsibility has been made resulting 
in the promotion of some personnel within the Branch and the transfer of others 
to the Production Branch. This, along with normal retirements, has reduced 
the staff of the Branch from 85 to 56. 


The study of the scope of the Branch within the departmental responsibility 
has resulted in transferring the function of lubricating and cleaning of production 
equipment from the Production Branch to the Engineering Branch in January 
1958. This function is now accomplished at a lower direct labour rate, and allows 
the Production Branch to increase machine productivity. Six positions were 
established in the Engineering Branch for this work. 


Responsibility for the personnel employed in the labouring function of the 
Production Branch was transferred from the Engineering Branch since it is con- 
sidered that supervision of the group which was engaged directly in production 
operations was more efficiently performed in that Branch. 


Branch Expenditures 


An increase in direct labour rates of six per cent, the addition of the costs 
of other functions such as lubrication, Xerox maintenance, increased machine 
maintenance, and increased drafting capacity required for design, purchasing, 
and plant layout, have added approximately $20,000 to the costs of the Branch 
for this year. Costs, other than for material, for the present year was $266,803 
compared with $260,248 for last year, an increase of 2.5%. Offsetting part of 
the increase of $20,000 were retirements and the transfer of personnel not required 
for the responsibility of this Branch. 


The following table, however, indicates the progress made by the Branch in 


its efforts in cost reduction. The decrease of 9.3 per cent shows that Engineering 
and maintenance costs are decreasing in a period where these costs are increasing.

Main Plant 
The main features of this year’s activities in the main plant are as follows: 


1. The installation of platen grinding equipment for the recovery of type- 
writer platens. The equipment comprises a grinder which was purchased, 
and a hydraulic dismantling and assembling machine designed by the 
Engineering Branch and manufactured in our machine shop. The cost 
of this project was $10,546. 
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2. The installation of automatic time controls on two stereotype melting 
pots. The total expenditure of $70.00 for this installation allows a 
saving of approximately $500 a year in power. 


3. With the intention of increasing the speed of material handling in the 
main plant, the speed of one electric truck has been increased by 20 per 
cent. If field trials on the truck prove satisfactory, the remaining eleven 
trucks will be changed, providing the means of decreasing material 
handling costs. 


4, The carpentry shop has processed 90 jobs during the past year for the 
main plant, outside printing plants and the office machine division. 
Included in this were remodelling of cabinets, the construction of tool 
trucks, bindery tables, platen cabinets, special shelving for typewriter 
trucks, and other equipment especially designed to meet specific produc- 
tion requirements. 


Motor Vehicles 


A fleet of twelve motor vehicles was kept in service this year. These 
vehicles travelled a distance of 70,226 miles at a cost of 19.6 c. a mile as compared 
with 19.4 c. a mile last year. This cost includes gas, oil, greasing, repairs (labour 
and material), storage, depreciation, and miscellaneous items. 


A study of the maintenance procedure of road vehicles indicated that an 
additional shift was required to maintain the vehicles on a preventive system, 
to increase the “road time’’ of the trucks, and to decrease overtime. 


Printing Units 

Increased production in the outside printing units has required more service 
from the engineering and maintenance functions of this Branch during this 
fiscal year. Maintenance of equipment and the installation of machines to replace 
obsolete equipment, or as additions to productive facilities, have proceeded 
normally. There have been changes and improvements in the housing of some 
plants, a change in location of one plant, and plans and proposals for new plants. 


Six plant layouts were made totalling an area of 18,228 square feet. The 
individual areas of the plants are listed below:

There was an addition, this year, of four small printing presses to the 
sixty-one maintained by the Engineering Branch, increasing the replacement 
value of this investment to approximately $252,000. These sixty-five machines 
were maintained for an estimated 25 per cent less than a maintenance contract 
purchased on a monthly basis. This is a saving of $4,600. 

The term maintenance includes the transfer of machines from plant to plant 
in accordance with production requirements, major repairs, and the re-building 
of presses. The two latter functions decrease the annual investment in machine 
replacement while extending the physical life of the machine with consideration 
given to the possibility of obsolescence. 
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Ten presses purchased with a maximum speed of 6,000 impressions per hour 
were equipped with new pulleys, at a cost of $6.20 per machine, to allow a maxi- 
mum speed of 9,000 impressions per hour. ‘Tests on these machines have proved 
that the slight increase in maintenance costs is much more than offset by the 
increase in production. The production group is using these machines for the 
longer production runs and the resulting increase in machine productivity is at 
least 20%. 


Financial Services Branch 


In order to obtain more flexibility in staff and to minimize lost time due to 
holidays and sickness, a system of job rotation was introduced during the year. 
In addition, to familiarize section heads with the operations of this department, 
a course of 10 lectures on the functions of the various branches was conducted 
under the guidance of the Staff Training Officer. It is intended, as time permits, 
to extend this internal staff training program. 


Of the $4,000,000 in the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account as at March 
31, 1958, there was a credit balance with the Receiver General of Canada of 
$1,139,411 as compared with a credit balance of $1,085,678 as at March 31, 1957. 
Accounts receivable totalled $99,395 as compared with $225,607 for the previous 
year. <A concentrated effort was directed during the year in following up old 
outstanding accounts with other departments. As a result there are now no 
delinquent accounts dated previous to the fiscal year under review. Inventories 
at $2,872,213 are $188,027 higher than at the corresponding date last year. This 
increase is reflected chiefly in work-in-process. Inventories of main items, such 
as paper, printing materials and stationery stores were reviewed during the year 
and as a result have been substantially reduced. 


Printing sales for the year ended March 31, 1958, were $14,392,657 as com- 
pared with $12,854,760 for the previous year or a net increase of $1,537,897. A 
comparison of the volume of work produced by this department with that sub- 
contracted to commercial printers shows an increase for each of 12.4% and 11.2% 
respectively. If, however, the increase in the work produced in the Printing 
Units operated by this department—which, in the past, was mainly produced 
within the ordering departments by stencil duplicators—is subtracted from the 
inside printing sales, the percentage increase in the department is substantially 
lower than that for commerical contracts. 


The operation of the entire department shows an excess of $91,769 in reven- 
ues over expenditures. Taking into consideration only those expenditures over 
which this department has actual control, the percentage difference between our 
actual costs and the amounts charged to departments is approximately only 9%. 
The fact that there was a back pay adjustment of $45,000 in March, 1958, to the 
letterpress and bindery trades coinciding with a decrease in demand by ordering 
departments for February and March, 1958, has precluded the possibility of 
having a sufficient over-all increase in receipts over expenditures to absorb the 
adjustment of $135,973 carried forward from the previous year.
